SOVIET CLAIMS 
MOSCOW, Sunday—The Soviet mid. 


day communiqué says :—‘* During the 
night of July 11th our troops engaged 
the enemy at the approaches to 
Voronezh, in the area of Kantemirovka 
and in the Lisichansk direction. 

A Pravda correspondent reports to- 
night that the Germans have begun to 
withdraw from an important inhabited 
locality on the Voronezh front from 
which it was essential to dislodge them. 
‘“* The Germans are sustaining enormous 
losses,”’ states the correspondent. "' In 
most companies there are only thirty to 
forty men left, and about two or three 
companies to a regiment. Some divi- 
sions cannot muster a whole regiment 
from their survivors. Their tank 
formations have lost one-third of their 
machines, but the situation on this 
sector remains grave. The enemy is 
hastily regrouping his torces for more 
furious attacks. Soviet units are inces- 
santly counter-attacking, and the Ger- 
mans are not safe in the positions they 
have captured.’’—(Reuter.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Sunday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: “During 
July 12th our troops on the approaches 
to Voronezh fought fierce engagements 
with the German Fascist troops. Our 
troops have evacuated Kantemirovka, 
and fighting goes on in the neighbour- 
hood of Boguchai. 

“By the order of the High Command 


our troops have withdrawn from 
Lisichansk in order to occupy new 
positions. 


““No material changes took place in 
other sectors. 

“During the week ended July 11 
583 enemy aircraft were destroyed in 
air combat. by anti-aircraft guns and 
on enemy aerodromes. Our losses in 
the same period were 225 aircraft.’’—

TO STALINOGRAD

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AGITATION CONDEMNED 


€61 NOW declare definitely that 

the. agitation in Emly parish 
against the recent allocation of 
lands by the Land Commission is 
an immoral agitation.’’ This de- 
claration, in a Pastoral letter to 
the clergy and people of Emly by 
the Archbishop of Dercos, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Kinane, yesterday, marks 
the latest development in agrarian 
troubles in Co. Tipperary, which 
have assumed almost feudal propor- 
tions in the last few months, and 
have caused considerable loss and 
damage to property. 

The last public announcement on 
the subject was made by the Minister 
for Lands, who revealed several weeks 
ago that a serious situation had arisen 
in Tipperary by reason of opposition 
to the work of the Land Commission, 
that people had been threatened, and 
that marauding bands had caused con- 
siderable damage to fences and _ pro- 
perty. 

Appealing to the people, and en- 
joining the clergy to use their in- 
fluence to bring all forms of the 
agitation to an end, the Most Rev. 
Dr, Kinane, in his Pastoral letter ves- 
terday. stated that the outbreak con- 
stituted a serious disturbance of public 
order, and was, therefore, a grave 
violation of the virtue of lega] justice 
and of strict justice. 

“There have been threats to in- 
flict personal injuries,”’ he stated; 
serious injury to property already has 
actually taxen place; the Land Com- 
mission has suffered -considerable finan- 
cial loss; successful claimants of land. 
through fear of being injured in their 
person or property or of being hoy- 
cotted, have been unable to enter on 
the enjoyment of their strict rights. 
Those, therefore, who take part in this 
agitation, or who effectively encourage 
it, are guilty of mortal sin, and are 
bound to restitution.” 


PEOPLE LED ASTRAY 

In the course of his appeal, the 
Archbishop recalled that he had con- 
demned it previously, and expressed 
the opinion that the reason the agita- 
tion still continued was that the people 
had been led astray. Being a De- 
partment of the Government, whose 
end was the common good, the Land 
Commission should acquire, divide and 
allocate lands in the way that would 
best make for the welfare of the whole 
community, ‘‘ This.” he added, ‘‘is 
the keynote of the Commission’s 
policy.” When lands are acquired, 
the Commission becomes the sole pro- 
prietor of them, and it alone, just 
as In the case of a private proprietor, 
has rights in strict justice to them. 
If local claimants are as suitable, or 
nearly as suitable, as those from out 
side. they should. as a rule. be pre-

ferred. It is only in this sense that 
local claimants can be said to have 
any special rights. On the other hand, 
if outside claimants are, all things 
considered, clearly more suitable, the 
Land Commission has not only the 
right, but also the duty to prefer them 
to local claimants... The final decision 
rests with the Land Commission, and 
there is no foundation for the view 
that local claimants have the exclusive, 
or practically exclusive, right to be 
considered in the division and alloca- 
tion of -lands, 


HISTORY OF DIVISION 


The acts referred to by Dr. Kinane 
arose out of the division by the Land 
Commission of the Ballyholohan and 
Knockcarron Estates’ situated some 
two miles west ot Emly village. 

The Ballyholohan Estate, comprising 
407 acres, was divided on the 27th 
January last between three local appli- 
cants and four persons from outside 
areas. On that night some 1,300 yards 
of fencing, which had been erected on 
the estate by the Land Commission, 
were knocked down. For this Judge 
Leahy, at Tipperary Circuit Court in 
February. awarded £127 compensation 
under the Malicious Injury Act. Early 
in spring a public meeting was held in 
Emly. at which priests of the parish, 
T.D.s of different political parties, and 
representatives of the G.A.A. spoke in 
support of what it was claimed were 
deserving Jocal applications that had 
been turned down, and urging the 
Minister for Lands to give thes. claims 
a hearing. <A second public meeting, 
under Labour auspices, was held on 
Easter Sunday, at which the local case 
was again stressed. At both meetings 
clergy, while strongly advocating de- 
serving local claims, discountenanced 
acts of violence or breaches of law. 

The Knockcarron Estate, comprising 
204 acres, was divided in Apri] last. 
between nine local people and one 
outsider. The work of building 
fences there has not yet commenced. 
At the hearing of the malicious damage 
case at Tipperary in February an In- 
spector of the Land Commission stated 
that work on tbe estate was practically 
at a standstill owing to a local boycott. 
In another case at a later court a 
witness said that he and other local 
labourers employed by the Land Com- 
mission in Emly had to leave owing 
to threatening notices they had re- 
ceived. For some time past about 
25 meu from outside the area have 
been employed on the lands by the 
Land Commission. — They lodge in 
Tipperary town, and are conveyed to 
the land each morning, returning to 
Tipperary at night.

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“ SECOND FRONT ” VIEWS 
AUSTRALIAN CALL 


SYDNEY, Monday.—Discussing the 
possibility of a second front in Europe, 
to-day’s Sydney Morning Herald asks : 
“ When ‘coming operations’ to 
begin? ‘These questions press with 
ever-growing urgency. Russia is the 
Continental bulwark of the Allied 
cause. Britain and America do not 
dare contemplate the possibility of her 
defeat or neutralisation in the coming 
months. 

“Only while she stands, and stands 
strongly, can there be any prospect of 
overthrowing Germany on land. If 
there is to be a second front it must 
surely be opened soon, Next year may 
be too late. The risks of action are 
great, ‘ut less on any outward reading 
of the signs than the risks of delay.'— 
(Reuter. ) 

LONDON, Sunday — ‘The second 
front is in the making, and soon the 
Rhineland will know the sounds of 
battle,” said the Soviet writer, Ilya 
Ehrenburg, in a Moscow broadcast to- 
day, says Reute-.

“LORD HAW HAW ” 


ZURICH, Suaday.—William Joyce. 
alias ‘‘Lord Haw Haw,” has given 
some facts about himself in a hook 
entitled “‘Daemmerung uber Englan:’’ 
(‘‘ Twilight over England “'), published 
in Berlin. 

Born in New York in 1906 of an 
Irish father and English mother, he 
was educated by Jesuits in Ireland. 
He joined the British Fascists in 
1923, taking part in “street fighting ”’ 
with ‘‘Communists,’’ in which he 1¢- 
ceived scars on his face. 

In 1933 he became Mosley’s propa- 
ganda chief, hut left in 1937. He claims 
to have given Moslev’s movement its 
anti-Semitic trend. He was arrested 
in 1934 and 1938, but not convicted. 
He left England with his wife in

| The land army of Sluagh na Talmhan, 
men and youths who have volunteered 
to spend their holidays this year giving 
assistance in saving the harvest, in re- 
turn for their bed and board, is likely 
to veceive reinforcements from a 
number of city girls. Desirous of spend- 
ing their vacation in the country, and 
anxious to “do their bit,” they have 
expressed their willingness to partici- 
pate in the new labour service, They 
are prepared, they state, to give volun- 
tary help in the farmhouses or on the 
farms, to help with the harvest, or to 
do any kind of indoor work in return 
for bed and board. Sluagh na Talmhan 
is anxious to avail itself of their ser- 
vice, and an invitation has been issued 
to farmers who require such help to 
get in touch with the organisation at 
28 Upper O'Connell street, Dublin. 

The organisers of the crop-saving 
plan have been in touch with Muintir 
na Tire and a number of Parish Coun- 
ceils with a view to placing its volun- 
teers in areas where Jabour shortage 
is severe, and where their services are 
most needed. 

“ We have over 200 young men being 

allocated at present,” Mr. J. i 
Holden, an organiser, told an /rish 
Timea reporter. ‘‘ Many already have 
heen sent to work in Louth, North 
Dublin, and Wicklow, and we have had 
communications from farmers in many 
parts of the country expressing an 
interest and offering support.” 
he great majority of the young 
men are anxious to put in a 
couple of weeks’ hard work in the 
country as a holiday. For instance, 
said Mr. Holden, we have just now a 
County Down school-teacher who is 
keen on doing a fortnight’s turf- 
cutting in County Wicklow, and if he 
gets the work he will cycle to it, and 
two young assistants to a chemist 
have been fixed up on a farm in 
Miltown-Malbay, and .have cycled 
from Dublin to County Clare. A girl 
is starting in Cork on Wednesday next 
to cook for the hands on a large farm 
while the widowed proprietress looks 
after the. hay-making. 
The organisers are extremely pleased 
with the success their plan is meeting 
with, and one city firm has offered to 
co-operate to the extent of giving 
its employes an extra week’s holiday 
at the firm’s expense where they par- 
ticipate in the scheme. Many people 
have contributed funds to Talmhan, 
and so numerous are those who wish 
to help but have no means of trans- 
port of their own that the organisers 
are considering efforts to obtain 
special consideration from the railway 
companies.

| RAF. RAID 


DANZIG 
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EVERAL squadrons of Lancaster 
bombers heavily raided the two 
Baltic ports of Danzig and Flens- 
burg in daylight on Saturday even- 
ing. Three machines were lost. 

It was the longest, as well as one 
of the most daring attacks of the war, 
involving a round flight of 1,750 miles. 
The Lancasters came down to well 
below cloud base to bomb Danzig’s 
important U-boat yards. Other 
bombers attacked the submarine yards 
at Flensburg from a low level, and 
bursts on the slipway were reported. 
Flensburg, capital of Schleswig, has 
direct access to the Baltic. 

Danzig has only once before been 
raided by British bombers. 

The Press Association Air Corres- 
pondent says that the Lancasters, 
coming down to within 50 feet of the 
ground on part of the journey, did 
severe damage to submarine engine 
works. The German High Com- 
mand .- stated :—‘‘ British bombers; 
violating Swedish neutrality, attacked 
several towns on the Baltic coast. 
After flying over South Sweden and 
Denmark they made their main target 
the City of Danzig, where they 
dropped their bombs, not only on mih- 
tary objectives, but on buildings of 
cultural interest and residential dis- 
tricts. 

‘‘There were several victims among 
the civilian population. The hospital! 
of the Deaconesses, including the 
women’s and children’s wards, was 
hit, although the hospital was clearly 
marked with the Red Cross. Accord- 
ing to reports so far received, three 
British bdmbers were shot down. A 
fourth ’plane was brought down in the 
Flensburg area.” 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


A Reuter telegram from Berlin last 
night stated that the German com- 
muniqué said that off the south coast of 
Britain light |ombers sank 2 destroyers 
out of an enemy warship formation. 
‘Last night.” it adds, “ the Luftwaffe 
attacked with heavy bombs important 
war objectives on the English east 
coast. In the southern part of St. 
George’s Channel a _ freighter was 
damaged by direct hits in an attack 
on an enemy convoy. 

““ After an ineffective nuisance raid on 
the town of Flensburg yesterday evening 
some British bombers last night flew 
over the Danzig area. H.E. and incen- 
diary bombs caused material damage, 
especially to buildings in the resi- 
dential quarters of Danzig. A number 
of children were killed in a wrecked 


hospital. Four of the attacking ‘planes 
were shot down. 
“German U-boats sank in the

TWO MEN KILLED 


A night watchman and a ’bus driver 
were killed when a few raiders dropped 
bombs on two east British coast towns 
on Saturday night. Some raiders, of 
which one was destroyed, were also 
over south-west England Five men 
who were with the ’bus driver (58 years 
old Charles Lingard) were injured. The 
room collapsed about them, and one 
man, Frederick Brown, pushed his way 
out of a pile of bricks, wood and con- 
crete and helped to free his companions.

DEATH OF DUBLIN 
PROFESSOR 
MISS MARY HAYDEN 


The death took place at her resi- 
dence* 26 Cambridge read, Rathmines, 
yesterday, of the distwguished educa- 
tionalist, Miss Mary Hayden, M.A., 
D.Litt., late Professor of Modern Irish 
History, University College, Dubiin. 

Born in Dublin, she was the only

The first woman scholar of the Roval 
University of Ireland, her academic 
record was as follows: B.A., 1885; 
M.A., 1887. In 1895 she had the fur- 
ther distinction of being one of the 
two women graduates who first ob- 
tained a Junior Fellowship of the Uni- 
versity. When the Nationa] Univer- 
sity of Ireland was founded in 1909, 
Miss Hayden was nominated the only 
woman member on the list of the first 
members of the Senate of the Univer- 
sity, and also as a member of the 
Governing Body of University College, 
Dublin. where she was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Modern Irish History. Dur- 
ing her long association with Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, she also actually 
engaged in social work. For many 
years she was a member of the Execu- 
tive of the Gaelic League, and was 4 
well-known worker for the language.
